During the session of 1855-'6, a resolu- 
tion or bill was introduced in the Legis- 
latute appointing certain banks in East, 
Middie and Weat Tennessee fiscal agents 
for the receiving and disbursement of the 
junds of the State. This applied more 
particularly to the revenues arising from 
State taxes in ite various forms, It was 
intended that the coiiecturs of State 
should deposit the same at 
short intervals in the bank so designated 
ag the depository fur his Division of the 
State. when the same was immediately 
sutject to the drafts of ths Comp: 
troiier and Treasurer of the Stata. 
One object sought to be accom- 
plished by the Ghange was that the State 
could coutrol and get the use of the 
revenues much sooner, and at less ex- 
pense in this way than under the old 
system of requiring the eollectors of rev- 
enue scattered ove: the State to settle 
once or twice a year, This bill or reso. | 
lution’ a3 first’ passed cr introduced | 
named the First National Rank of Men- 
phis as the depository for West Tennes: 
see, Some of my sonal friends 
inthe Legislature nad the Merchants’ 
National Bank substituted in placa of 
the one named. The measure was thus 
pending in the Legislature (Ssnate, I 
believe}, when charges or iusinuations 
were made against the officers and ii- 
rectors of this bank. When informed 
of this, I went to Nashville to refute 
these charges, which was daue to the 
satisfaction of the friends of the meas- 
ure, and the Dill passed, creating the 
aoe as above stated, naming the 

erchante’ National Bank for West 
Tennessee. When the measure came up 
in the House there were two other 
banks from West Tennessee actively at 
work through their friends to be substi- 
tuted in piace of the Merehants’ Na- 
tional Bank. There was also strong op- 
position ta the ETE named as the de- 
pository for Middie Tennesses. It soon | 
became apparent that if the measure 
was passed and the agencies named by 
the Legislature, the Merchan‘s’ National 
Bank wou!d be retained &s the depository 
for West Tennessee, Those who had 
been working for the other bank changed 
their programme, and went to work to 


ment that the measure would be a refizc. 
tion by the Legislature on the officers o! 
the State Whose duties it was to collect 
and disburse the revenues, The compbi- 
nation thus formed, with the argument: 
other appli. 
ances and argumenta wrought quite 
& change on severai members, and the 
measure was voted down or postponed 
in the House, leaving the matter as it 
stood ponder the former law. It was af- 
ter this that the reaeurer of the State 
was authorized to deposit all the funds of 
the State in such banks as he might se- 
test. The moyera of this knew 
at the tima what banks would be se- 
lected, I was not at Nashville when 
the scheme waa consummated, The as-. 
sertion, Or intimation, that the Mer- 
chants National Bank, or any porson for 
it, made any gifts, or loans, in any man- 
ner, either directly or indirectly, for the 
purpose of uring the passage of this 

ll, or the selection of the Bank as such 
depository, is false in every particular, 
On the contrary I was told, by friends, 
that I could eccomplish this vbject in 
that way. My reply was,I did not want 
it in that msaoner, and if the members of 
the Legislature did not believe the meae- 
ure # goed one, and our Bank worthy of 
the depository, | did not want it. 
have avoided saying anything abou 
this matter heretofore, as I believed it 
would all come to light sooner or later. 

I wiil add that jt was not intended by 
the measure pending in the Legislature, 
as it parsed the Senate, naming the Mer- 
chants National Bank aa the fiscal agent 
for West Tennessee, and *which was 
voted down in the Housz, to touch the 
school funds of the State, then in the 
Treasurer’s handz, at all, and was only 
intended to receive and disburse the cur- 
rent ordinary revenues of the State, as 
before mentioned.
